That on Friday at Twelve of the Clock, upon Tolling St. Maries 
Great Bell, all Members of the Convocation aforeſaid (as alſo the Noble- 
men) do meet in the Convocation-Houſe in ſuch their ſeveral Habits and 
Hoods as are uſually worn at the holding a Convocation : There to abide in 
their Proper Seats, whilſt the Publick Orator makes a Latin Oration over the 
Body, which on that Occaſion 1s to be remoy d thither; and whilſt other Pro- 
per Ceremonies are performing. | 

III. That from thence all the Company do attend the Body by Brazen-Neſe, 
Lincoln, Exeter and Fejus Colleges to North. Gate, and ſo by Carfax to St. Marzes 
Church; where all Perſons being Seated in their Proper Places, and the Burial 
Service being begun by Mr. Vice-Chancellor, after the Leſſon a Funeral An- 
them is to be Sung by the Choir; and when That is ended, and the Corps 
brought to the Grave, the Orator is to make another ſhort Speech: after 
which, the Remaining Part of tl.
